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The Daffodil 


Nature is on the move this month. I[ce- 
bergs are breaking away from the Green- 
land Ice cap—the sap of maple trees is 
yushing its way through to the warm 
March sun—the days, by the middle of 
the month, will be almost equal to the 
nights in length—oysters are spawning on 
the full tides—ho-hum, Spring is arriving 
at exactly 5:01 P. M. on the 20th. 

Way far off in the African jungles—even 
as here in neighbor Burpee’s barn, the old 
red hen is bringing in her first batch of 
young for this year—impelled by an in- 
stinct thousands of years old to meet the 
equinoctial deadline. 

The birds have not begun their annual 
migrations. Perhaps the countryside, es- 
pecially in the North country, is for the 
most part barren-white with snow or brown 


with. the emergence of last Fall’s pressed 
foliage and rubble. The Old Farmer's AI- 
manac(k) is pointing with alarm at the 
week of the 15th for 1953's “most violent 
storm.” 

About the only sure fact most of us will 
have to go on that Spring is really here is 
the opening of the Boston Flower Show— 
also on the 15th. “Golden Gardens’”’ it is 
called this year. 

An appealing theme, but these,are more 
than flowers and shrubs—golden shrubs 
and golden flowers in a golden garden. 
There is beauty here that will remain with 
us all the year long—when the droughts of 
July parch our fields, or when in these 
same fields all the world is white and 
choked with snow, and only the drifts will 
move. Memories of beauty are things we 
need very much nowadays—and, of course, 
there would be no memories were it not 
for these real “Golden* Gardens” that we 
shall see at the New England Flower Show. 

Each spring as we visit this show at 
Mechanics Building, Boston, we look for- 
ward to the “fragrant billowy acacias.”’ 
They are the gold coins—the heaps of 
gold. But we will look too to find our gold 
in the daffodils, the jonquils and the tulips 
(the King Midas we have in mind—and 
there is a right name for you), in banks of 
forsythia, and perhaps (if someone will

have the courage to produce them) great 
lawns of dandelions. 

The heart of spring and the hearts of so 
many of our best-loved flowers are golden 
(I think there is an affinity between bees 
and gold). We shall look for the gold in the 
shy little plants and flowers that a bold 
glance will overlook. We think, of course, 
of the crocuses and the yellow pansies 
(sure to be there), and the California pop- 
pies (not gold, perhaps, but just off gold 
on the orange side), and the tiny bright 
glowing heart of the dog-tooth violet, 
alyssum in the old rock walls, and cowslips 
in a quiet dell. And we shall look for and 
hope to find somewhere here pussywillows 
and willows that do have their touch of 
gold. If only we could have butterflies to 
go with our flowers and shrubs. 

Did the efficient Flower Show staff in- 
tend such a very close correlation in their 
choice of this theme with the annual choice 
which Nature always makes of it? Scien- 
tists have studied the colors Nature uses 
on her flowers at different times of year. 
In the early months before the sun is really 
with us, it is almost exclusively white. As 
the days grow longer, the whites become 
yellows—then follow the oranges, blues, 
violets, greens, and indigos in that order. 
As the days shorten again, the colors walk 
around the other way to bid the sun fare- 
well—even as they greeted it—with a 
golden Fall. 

Just so, at the Spring Equinox, do we 
find our numbers of white and yellow 
flowers almost in balance—the lovely nar- 
cissi, for example, with the yellow daffo- 
dil—the white snowdrop or dogwood with 
the yellow forsythia. It is indeed the golder 
time of Spring. 

One more Spring . . . how each of us 
clings so dearly to that thought! It is to be 
alive again .. . again. . . again... and 
again. How deep are the meanings this 
golden season holds for us! How wonderful 
is the renewing of our faith in this observ- 
ance of the creation we do not understand. 

The children join us in this observance 
of the wondrous as we show them the tiny 
seed, a solemn lifeless thing being buried 
in a color-hopeless grave—only to arise 
through some Divine aid to a stalk, bud 
and, eventually, flower. The old have seen 
the story enacted countless thousands of 
times, no one of which has brought them 
any closer to the explaining of it except 
through faith in God. 

And what of youth so fondly turning at 
this season, as is its prerogative, to thoughts 


of love? How few can tell us truly what 
it feels? 

How simple would it be if these love- 
stricken boys and girls would relax and let 
the flowers speak for them. “Say it with 
flowers” is no idle maxim at this time of 
year. The ancients knew how well the 
blossoms spoke. 

To him... or to her . . . as together 
the young lovers amble through the park 
or forest, the little arbutus is screaming 
from its leafy covering—“Thee only do | 
love.” More clearly than each other's eyes, 
more strongly than each other's hands, the 
jonquil speaks for both in its message, “I 
desire a return of affection.” To the young 
lady who has chosen to be coy and run 
away to hide, the nearby violets shriek, 
“Thou art the queen of coquettes.” To the 
young man who has failed to see how very 
much his young lady has wanted him to 
put his arm around her, the hortensia call 
out, “You are cold.” 

Only the flowers can speak the language 
ofjlove so well. For them there is no barrier 
of rank, position, wealth, race or creed. 
Before them, the magic carpet of life is 
unrolled, 


“With a four-leafed Clover, a double leaved 
Ash, and green lopped Seave, 

You may go before the Queen's daughter 
without asking her leave.”

New England’s 
... most photo 


It's all in how 


As one drives through East Corinth, Vt., 
it is unimpressive. The very ordinary 
looking village in not particularly 
repair seems to have nothing to recommend 
it to artist or photographer. Hundreds of 
other New England villages come to mind 
at once as better subjects for pen, brush, 
and lens. 

Why, then, is it that this town—this 
“Ugly Duckling of New England’’—is now 
the most photographed of all towns in New 
England, if not in all the United States 
during the winter months? 

The answer is the hills and bare fields 
the former encircle the town, and the latter 
extend right to the main street. On the 
flat it is almost impossible to exclude the 
unrelieved starkness of poles and telephone 
wires from a picture. But from the heights 
of either side, the view is classically rural 
and beautiful. Far below, the town nest'es 
peacefully beneath the protecting hills; 
thin, curving lines of trees and fence posts 
on the slopes make interesting patterns 
and give added perspective. The poles are 
insignificant, while the church, which is 
so undistinguished close to, becomes the 
center of interest, readily framed between 
gnarled old hardwoods or small spruces. 

Winter of East Corinth have 
appeared in a variety of national maga- 
zines, on covers, in advertisements, and 
on calendars. Photographers are often 
assigned to “do” East Corinth just after 
a big snow storm. Not Corinth, West

Are Maine’s Indians 


A Disappearing Race? 


The final disappearance of Maine's 
Indians as a race is not distant. For it is 
more than probable that the 1953 Maine 
Legislature will follow the advice of its 
research committee assigned to study the 
Indian problem, and take action aimed at 
abolishing the state reservations, and the 
eventual assimilation of Indians into 
white society. Unquestionably the recom- 
mendation of upright, conscientious men, 
this solution nevertheless only seems to be 
humane, progressive, equalitarian; ac- 
tually, from the perspective of history, it 
is the final act in the annihilation of a 
weaker race by a stronger. 

This is nothing new in American history. 
Many other Indian nations have vanished, 
either by outright extermination, or by 
the less obvious and less painful method of 
assimilation into the American melting pot. 
There would be no purpose in writing of 
Maine’s Indians if there were not still a 
chance that their identity might be pre- 
served. The question is, in our modern 
times, should the attempt be made, or 
should they be allowed to disappear? 

Once the nation of the Etchemin Indians 
occupied all the eastern part of Maine, 
from the Penobscot to the St. Croix, and 
their domain extended into New Bruns- 
wick as far as the St. John. In the endless 
forest the savage chased the moose and 
the caribou, speared salmon in the un- 
tainted rivers, planted maize in rich alluv- 
ial acres, and lived a life of plenty. 
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When the English came, the Etchemins, 
strong but discreet, did not follow the 
example of the more numerous but inferior 
Abnakies to the west, who incited by the 
Catholic French terrorized the colonists, 
but offered their friendship and aid. 
Wisely so, for by 1800 the Abnakies were 
exterminated. Except for occasional strife, 
incurred usually by breach of treaty on the 
part of the English, the Etchemins were 
faithful friends. They helped the colonists 
in times of famine, and fought for them in 
the Revolution. It was customary for 
settlers in their territory to leave the latch- 
string out at night; hunting parties would 
enter the kitchen silently, turn the chairs 
upside-down before the fire and lie against 
them, leaving before dawn, having harmed 
nothing. 

Now that the dark, solemn forests have 
fallen, the wigwam has been succeeded by 
the farmhouse, the village and the city; 
and the vocations of civilized life occupy 
the soil where once the aborigine dwelt, 
what is left of the proud Etchemin nation? 
Two tribes, called now the Penobscots and 
the Passamaquoddy and numbering to- 
gether not more than 1530 souls, are all that 
remain. And what of their vast holdings, 
that out of their goodness and generosity 
they shared with the white man? Each 
treaty contracted with the whites, as the 
latter grew stronger, and the Indians 
weaker, deprived them of more lands, until 
now they must live on three barren reserva-

tions, the worthless acres that were un- 
wanted by the colonists. Even these they 
do not own, but occupy by the indulgence 
of the state. 

The Penobscots hold islands in the 
Penobscot River above Old Town. Valued 
canoe builders, craftsmen and lumberjacks, 
they are in a better economic position 
than the Passamaquoddy, who live at 
Pleasant Point, just north of Eastport, 
and at Peter Dana Point, Princeton, above 
Calais. Washington County is poor in 
resources, and with the unlimited hunting 
and fishing rights guaranteed them by 
treaty, revoked, the Passamaquoddy are 
especially hard-pressed to earn a living 
On the reservations, the principal source 
of income is basket making, while outside, 
the best jobs are in the seasonal and erratic 
sardine canneries. 

Until 1884 Indians were regarded as 
members of semi-independent nations not 
subject to the jurisdiction of the United 
States, and therefore not citizens. But the 
Supreme Court of Maine in 1892 held 
that the Penobscot and Passamaquoddy 
were not political communities within the 
definition of the Constitution, and that 
members of these tribes were subject to the 
laws of the state. This despite earlier 
treaties with the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts and with the State of Maine, 
guaranteeing their independence “so long 
as they shall remain a nation.” The 
“noble savage” is now a citizen of the 
United States, and in Maine, a state ward. 
Tainted with white blood, he is not even a 
pure Indian. 

Indian affairs in Maine are under the 
state Department of Health and Welfare. 
Interest from an Indian Fund, lumbering 
operations on Indian Township, Old Age 
assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, 
and a yearly appropriation by the Legis- 
lature helps sustain the tribes, and at the 
same time increases their dependency. A

single Indian Agent, a political appointee 
is responsible for the welfare of all thre, 
reservations. 


These are the descendants of the power- 
ful Etchemins: an impoverished, mixed- 
blooded race living on small, unproductive 


reservations—second-class citizens with 
limited rights and few opportunities. ‘They 
may not vote in state and local elections, 
and most don’t know or don't 
exercise their right in national elections 
Their representatives to the State Legis 
lature may advise and criticize about 
Indian affairs, but cannot vote. As state 
wards, they are tax-exempt, but pay in 


care to

come taxes for jobs off the reservation. 
Their young men are drafted for military 
service. The Indian Agent has more power 
in tribal affairs than the reservation gov- 
ernors. They can speak their own lan 
guage, but cannot write it. 

Perhaps most revealing is the attitude 
of the Indians about themselves. In visit- 
ing the Passamaquoddy at exposed and 
dreary Pleasant Point Reservation, we hear 
some express regret for things lost, but 
could detect little mourning of past great 
ness. Clayton Small, who operated a movie 
circuit in the Machias district, and has 
been showing pictures at Pleasant Point 
for 20 years describes them as still “a 
friendly and a trusting people.” 

Aside from this, the Passamaquoddy 
appear reasonably contented. The Catho 
lic Church, with missions and priests on 
the reservations, looks after their spiritual 
and basic educational needs. A number of 
them own new cars, have modern kitchens 
and low-average incomes. Most of them 
earn their own living without state aid. 
A large proportion serve and have served 
voluntarily in the armed forces. While 
they are free to leave the reservation and 
live anywhere they choose, a large major- 
ity don’t want to abandon the place 
where their ancestors are buried. They 
would 1tike more independence from the 
state in local state government. But for 


improving their position as a people, there 
seems to be little initiative. They wish to 
stay as they are. Is this the measure of the 
littleness and lack of self-respect engen-

dered by continued dependency; or is it 
the last spark of pride of a nation, reduced 
to servitude, that can still resist 
assimilation? 

Father R. N. McGarrigle, the young 
priest at Pleasant Point, believes the In- 
dians can be encouraged, by proper guid 
ance and help, to throw off their yoke, 
and support themselves. So does Clayton 
Small. Given the proper tools, such as 
craft shops and other facilities, to utilize 
their special aptitudes, given the right to 
conduct their own affairs, they may still 
salvage their independence. 

Maine's public is aroused over the Indian 
problem as never before. Investigations 
during the past two years coupled with 
sensational publicity in the press revealing 
immoral and unhealthy conditions, have 
achieved that. But is the responsive legis- 
lature going to espouse the cheap way, 
the least troublesome solution, by following 
the recommendation of the Legislative 
Research Committee: “that the policy of 
the state should be directed toward a more 
complete assimilation of our Indian citizens 
into our society, and that our ultimate goal 
should be to do away with the tribal reser- 
vations?” Now is the time for leaders with 
intelligence and a sense of justice to stand 
forth and reverse the trend toward oblivion 
which neglect and injustice have acceler 
ated. It may be the inevitable dialectics 
of civilization that the Indians be swal 
lowed by our larger society. But they 
deserve a choice, and the chance to alter 
their own destiny.

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Like Edna Baldvins of Marlboro, N. H., thousands of girls are still reading “Little Women,” just 
as did their mothers, grandmothers and great grandmothers. 
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For the girl in the photo on page 41, 
seated at home with her copy of Louisa 
May Alcott’s Little Women, a magical spell 
is Leginning. 

The ordinary world has been forgotten, 
under that spell. In its place, as if a mental 
curtain were arising on past time, is a 
warmly lighted home in a little town, where 
firelight rollicks on the ceiling, a clock ticks 
cozily on a mantelpiece—and, in the 
growing alightedness, as her imagination 
follows into it, voices are heard. 

The voices are those of teen-age girls 
They are calling one another by name- 
“Meg'*—“Jo"—“Beth”"—“Amy.” They 
are laughing, admonishing one another, 
making gay plans for an impromptu play. 
And in no time at all the play is under way 
—thrilling scenes of derring-do, with im- 
provised costumes and lines . . . “Just as

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Millions of girls (and boys) have felt as 
she does. It is estimated that over 2,000,000 
copies of Lillle Women have sold since il 
was written in 1868, and thatover 5,000,000 
copies of the entire works of Louisa May 
Alcott have been sold. Both are conserva 
tive estimates, to which one must add 
their translation into many languages. 

Yet thousands of other girls’ books have 
been written, many with long-continued 
sale. One heretic stanchly told us that she 
preferred another writer to Miss Alcott. 
Sut the Newark, N. J. library is said to 
have had, at one time, 159 copies of Little 
Women—all out at the same time! Several 
youngsters right outside the Yankee 
oflice were asked whether they had read 
Lillle Women. One, a boy who builds model 
automobiles, said firmly, “I sure did. | 
liked it, too.” A girl told us, “I began it, 
then I went to the place the story is sup- 
posed to be about, and now I'm reading it 
again.” Another girl was almost in tears. 
She had just finished it. She couldn't bear 
the way Jo had not married Laurie. “I

don't want to read any more of her books,” 
she said. 

W e tried older people, to try to find out 
the strange power of that romantic family, 
the Marches—Father, Marmee, Meg, Jo, 
Beth and Amy. In most cases, that story 
had arisen in people’s minds much as de- 
scribed at the start of this article—like a 
stage lighting up, and a babble of living 
voices, and so remaining for their lifetimes 
—a family as near and dear as any really 
known in life. 

Librarians in various New England vil- 
lages all agreed that it is still the most 
wpular of all girls’ books. Their copies

In order to seek out the full intensity of 
the romance in people's hearts, we went to 
Concord, Mass. We had been there before, 
but this time put ourselves in the place of 
the newcomers— 30,000 a year—who go to 
Concord and visit, besides other shrines, 
the various homes there of the writer of 
Little Women, Louisa May Alcott. 

On the way in, there was a big white 
sign, with two Grecian vase motifs on either 
upper side. It announced that we were 
entering Concord, home of Emerson, 
Thoreau, Hawthorne and Louisa May 
Alcott. Twenty-odd miles from Boston, it 
seemed almost unspoiled by modernity, 
with long, elm-sentineled streets and noble 
dwellings. 

We put up at an old inn, long, low and 
historic. Part of it had been the home of 
Thoreau’s folks, where Thoreau had stood 
watching the crows wheeling over Concord. 
Our windows overlooked a short common, 
great elms, a memoria! obelisk four or five 
stories high, a red-painted tavern where 


British officers had quartered at the time 
of the Concord battle—"the shot heard 
round the world.” 

Well, where was Miss Alcott’s’ house, or 
houses, then? Try the phone book. A

“Louisa May Alcott Memorial Associa 
tion” was listed. Our attempt to place a 
call created apparent chaos in the phone 
office. No one was sure where it was, and 
the phone was disconnected. (We knew 
where it was all the time.) “It's probably 
because it isn’t the visilors’ season,” we 
were told. 

A high school lad on Main Street, as we 
sloshed along in boots and overcoat, readily 
directed us: “It’s on Lexington Road, and 
there's a sign.” 

“Did you ever rend Lillle Women?” we 
gasped—from exertion in the slush, but 
hoping to wring a streetside interview out 
of him, 

“Oh, sure, I guess JT did,” he answered 
pleasantly “But I don't come from 
around here, sir.” He hurried off, perhaps 
thinking that we were about to sell him a 
copy. We waved farewell, and battled our 
way to the Concord Public Library. One 
of the librarians was Miss Elizabeth 
Pickard, a Concord native. She showed us 
the marble busts of the Concord Authors 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, Henry David, 
Thoreau, Louisa May Alcott, Amos Bron 
son Alcott—who look benignly down on 
the generations as they come to the desk 
in the rotunda below 

“Yes,” said Miss Pickard, “they all 
read Louisa.”” In Miss Alcott’s home town 








she is Louisa—or, more often, Jo. It be 
came difficult, in fact, to follow Concordians 
at times, as the y spoke ol Jo, Meg Beth 
and Amy, rather than of—but that is 
getting ahead of the story 

“The high school freshmen have to take 
out one of the Concord Authors as required 
reading,’ went on Miss Pickard, “and 
usually they choose Lille Women.” She 
added, though, that when you are born in 
Concord, as she was, you take Louisa and 
her family somewhat for granted “People 
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tion—and really look into Concord’s past— 
that may help.” In a west room, as Miss 
Bartlett steadily turned the stereoptican 
slides, we saw that past gradually lighting 
up for us—and with no dimming of the 
light of imagination—but rather with a 
growing charm. And in the library’s 
archives, too, we saw not only Louisa, but 
her four sisters, Anna, Elizabeth and Abba 
May. 

We tried that on a group of high school

So it was hard to tell 
which of us had the 
reality, the Concord native, or the way- 
faring visitor from New Hampshire, fresh 
from a renewed reading of Lillle Women. 
Miss Sarah R. Bartlett, who heads the 
Concord Library (and who is much beloved 
of researchers) went painstakingly through 
her photo archives, and seemed to 
that we (as we tried to tell het on a 
subtle mission to discover how deeply 
people today feel about Littl Women, and 
to learn where it merges in—and out of 
the reality that lies behind it. “Comparing 
romance and reality isn’t a simple thing 
to do,” said Miss Bartlett.

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“Did you know Louisa May Alcott had 
three sisters?”

It turned out that a group of people of 
all ages from Concord and its vicinity had 
put on Little Women in 1952. Well, that 
seemed appropriate enough in the town of 
its author, but not startling. But when 
a newspaperman said—in his office down 
the street—that it was jammed with 
people, we dropped in on Hans and Mrs. 
Miller.

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The Millers live in a sort of Southern 
Colonial house on Main Street, beyond the 
Depot. In a long living room resembling a 
slage setting, we were treated to the story 
of the Concord Players. Mrs. Miller de 
signed the costumes, some of which are 
reproduced on these pages. You should 
see them in the original color slides! Under 
the spell of the Millers’ intelligent enthusi- 
asm we spent an evening hovering between 
dream and reality—especially as the Millers 
kept referring to Meg, Jo, Beth and Amy 

Mr. Miller, a real estate man who is a 
first-rate practical theatre man, too, was 
in charge of production of the play. Next 
day, he showed us the theatre. Piled high 
in a costume room were tan boxes marked 
Little Women. “Someday I'm going to put 
a kind of fence around those, because we'll 
need them in 1962,” he said. 

Why 1962? Well, it turned out that in 
1932 they put on Lillle Women as a cen- 
tennial show. One man in the audience 
was Professor Walter Prichard Eaton, who 
later wrote it up for the N. Y. Herald 
Tribune. “Hans,” said he to Mr. Miller, 
“you ought to put this on every 10 years. 
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imos Bronson 
Alcott, father of the 
real Little Women, 
in the living room 
of Orchard House.

You see, people had come in droves 
from Peterborough, N. H., from New Bed- 
ford, Mass., from New York. Not only 
had Concord turned out for it—something 
in the magical words, Litlle Women, had 
drawn people from everywhere. It was a 
sell-out. And people on the street begged 
the play officials to do it again. 

So now it is an American Oberammergau. 
Because of the war, 1942 was skipped, but 
it went on last year and will again in 1962.

“You'd be surprised how much it means 
to people,” said Mr. Miller. “Why, a bus 
load of British barristers came here and 
stopped at one of the Alcott homes, and 
the driver mentioned it and was going to 
keep along, thinking a busload of British 
ers—and barristers at that—wouldn’'t be 
interested. ‘Not stop?’ roared one of them 
‘Why, I've come 3,000 miles to see the 
home of Lillle Women!” 

For it was not (as you know, too) only 
the home of Louisa May Alcott and her 
three sisters, Anna, Elizabeth and Abba

May. It was the home of Jo, Meg, Beth 


and Amy. Louisa had used herself and her 
sisters, and other real persons, and real 
events—and the book, by and large, was a 
family autobiography in fiction. form. 


It was high time we drove over to the 
homes—not to enter, for it was out of the 
tourist season—but just to look at them. 
We'd been through both in other years. 
It was a gray, wintry Sunday morning, 
early. We drove out Lexington Road, past 
the former British headquarters (and one 
thought of the hearty British barristers!). 
Now, there are two houses out there, past 
Mr. Emerson's big square white home 
The farther one is The Wayside, and it 
was here the Alcott girls spent part of 
their childhood. In this house took place 
many of the real and imagined events of 
Little Women. Nathaniel Hawthorne later 
lived there, as did Margaret Sidney, author 
of The Five Lille Peppers. It has seen, 
therefore, several families. The near house 
is Orchard House, where the Alcotts lived 
for 20 years, and where Lillle Women was 
written. 

Louisa May Alcott has left no doubt 
as to what part of her book is real, and 
what part is fancy. “Mr. March did not 
go to war, but Jo did.’ (Louisa went to 
war as a Civil War nurse, and lost her 
health. There is a Veteran’s marker on 
her grave in Concord). “Mrs. March is all 
true, only not half good enough. Laurie 
is not an American boy, though every lad

I ever knew claims the character. He was 
a Polish boy, met abroad in 1865. Mr. 
Lawrence is my _ grandfather, Colonel 
Joseph May. Aunt March is no one.”

So they were real people. No question 
about that. Let us, then, look back into 
these real lives, at the real Meg, Jo, Beth 
and Amy. 

As you visit The Wayside and Orchard 
House, then, you are again confronted 
with a mixture of romance and reality. 
Your heart tells you that the ideal story 
must have taken place at Orchard House; 
your head discovers that most of its events 
and scenes must be credited to The 
Wayside. 

The Wayside was originally a_ plain, 
large house, with a barn, sheds, and a 
wheelwright’s shop. The Alcotts moved 
the barn, and attached the sheds to the 
house as wings. Young Louisa had her own 
room in a wing, and delighted in it, and 
began to write melodramas which she and 
her sisters produced in the barn. The 
family settled like a flock of birds, fires 
crackling in all the fireplaces, the eight 
outside doors bursting open and clapping 
shut as the girls raced in and out with their 
thousand projects. 

In the background were always their 
father and mother, the Mr. March and 
Marmee of the story. Amos Bronson 
Alcott, tall, handsome, blond, a noble 
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spirit filled with high Platonic flights of 
thought, could not fit in anywhere as a 
tleady provider. He had been a school- 
teacher, peddler, woodcutter, farmer, and 
lecturer (he called them ‘‘Conversations”’) 
He had traveled West, lecturing. returning 
on a winter's eve, wet and cold an. ailing 
His wife rushed to the door in her night- 
gown and cap, the children following 
Father was back, after a year of seeking 
their fortune. One child (May) burst out, 
“Well, did people pay you)”” Mr. Alcott 
with an odd expression drew forth a dollar 
“But I have opened the way, and another 
year I shall do better.” Their eves filled 
Mrs. Alcott kissed him, saying, “I call 
that doing rery well. Since you are safely 
home, dear, we don’t ask anything more.” 

They were an unusually affectionate, 
close-knit family. As Louisa grew up, her 
consuming thought was of them only 
“The Pathetic Family,” she called them, 
and often thought of writing a novel about 
such a home. That novel became Little 
Women. She wrote with an intensity that 
drained her, vigorous as she was. Like Jo 
in the book, Louisa was a spirited girl, 
running across fields, taking the dares of 
hoys, generous, impetuous and 
hovering over her family like a mothering 
hen until her death 65 years ago this month 

Yet she did not live with them very much 
as she grew older. There were occasional 
visits to Concord, but Louisa did not care 
for it—another paradox in this tale of many 
paradoxes. She fled to Boston lodgings, 
and to Europe—writing incessantly and 
sending money and necessities to them all

From time to time the gay laughter (of 
the story and of the real lives behind it) 
dies away into grief. At 23, Elizabeth 


Concord’s Main Street, looking the other way, 


(Beth) died. At 39, the gifted Abba May 
(Amy) who had become a well-known artist 
in Europe, passed away, after two years of 
an idyllic marriage, leaving a daughter, 
Louisa May Nieriker Rasim (“Lulu”)- 
who now lives in Switzerland. 

There were happier events, as they grew 
tp. Anna (Meg) married, and two sons 
were born. Their father, John Bridge Pratt, 
died after 11 rears, but from one of the 
Frederic, stems the present line of 
descendants. We talked with de 
scendant, Anna's granddaughter, Louisa’s 
grandniece— Louisa Alcott Kussin, of Con 
cord. Mrs. Kussin played Meg in the play 
in 1932. One was struck by her family 
resemblance— more, thought, to the 
artist sister May than to the others. There 
was the same light, curly hair, red-gold. 
Without a shade of ancestor pride, she 
spoke of all the Alcotts (although she had 
only known those of her father’s genera 
tion)—with a quiet warmth and love, and 
with a concern that flashed one’s thought 
back to her Great Aunt “Some 
of the biographies,” said 
“don't give enough credit to Marmee 
Pheir struggle, their poverty—it was really 
a terrible strain for her With a dash of 
Alcott dramatic flair and whimsy she added 
casually: “That's Marmee’s chair you're 
sitting in.” We jumped up in amazement 
to stand beside the chair—in an apartment 
on Concord’s Main Street.

These were the reflections and memories 
that were in our mind that Sunday morn 
ing, standing on Lexington Road, looking 
at, first The Wayside, yellow-painted, with 
its tower built by Hawthorne for his writ- 
ing den; and then at Orchard House, set 
hack from the icy highway, under great 
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trees, the peaked, narrow portal of Mr. 
Alcott’s School of Philosophy just to the 
left, farther up on the hill. We knew how 
they had gone to rest, one by one—Louisa 
and her father within two days of each 


other, in 1888. We knew, as endless 
thousands know who have walked up to 
Author's Ridge, that they all now slept 
under small, round white stones marked 
with only their initials (except for a central 
Alcott monument)—not far from Haw- 
thorne. Thoreau and Emerson. 

And midwinter seemed hardly the time 
for the feeling that came over us. After the 
ice storm all Concord was gray and cold. 
But bits of sunlight began coming through, 
and all at once the entire town, under its 
innumerable ice-heavy trees, sparkled 
beautifully, as if a million candelabra had 
been lighted in olden days. The breeze 
danced the sparklers all around the homes 
of the Little Women, and the realities, both 
of joy and sorrow, of the Alcott lives, be- 
came more and more unreal, until it seemed 
certain that at any moment the doors must 
fling open, and four shouting girls in long 
unhooped skirts (their father disapproved 
of hoops) must race out to greet us. As 
the wind chattered merrily in the icy twigs,

we thought we heard their voices. And a 
dim, tall, serene figure waved—or were we 
seeing things?—from the door of his School 
of Philosophy.

Even now, as this is written in an upper 
room of the old inn, in the part where the 
Thoreaus lived, the illusion remains. Our 
window overlooks a corner, where all four 
girls had once stood watching a fireworks 
display. Surely we just saw them, bonneted 
and pretty, laughing up at our window— 
or were they today’s schoolgirls hailing the 
bus? By this time we would have given up 
our effort to disentangle the real from the 
fancied, and would address them as Meg, 
Beth, Jo and Amy—or by their real names 
—it would not seem to matter which. For 
Concord—their own homes—have reaf- 
firmed their ideal, imaginary quality— 
and we can go thankfully back to our New 
Hampshire desk, thinking of that young 
lady with whom we _ photographically 
started this quest—lost in her own ideal 
and imaginary world of Little Women. Let 
her read on... with soaring love and 
faith: It was mostly true in fact; in spirit 
it was all true.

“Rocky” Marciano

Heavyweight Champion of the World, 
“Rocky’’ Marciano from Brockton, Mass., 
is preparing to defend his title either late 
this month, or early in April against the 
man from whom he won it, “Jersey Joe” 
Walcott. It will be his first title bout since 
he knocked out Walcott in Philadelphia 
last September. From then until January 
he lived quietly in Brockton, to the delight 
of the proud townspeople, doing little 
beyond light road work to maintain his 
fighting trim. 

When he established training quarters 
at Grossinger’s in the Catskills after the 
Christmas holidays, his first 
were long hikes through the hills and snow 
to reaccustom his legs to ring requirements, 
followed later in the month by light spar 
ring. He is in near-perfect condition, 194 
pounds of solid bone and muscle. Thick, 
short limbs and massive shoulders give him 
his murderous wallop.

country, we rather like March, and the 
change that it brings in the weather and 
our feelings for the forthcoming summer 

March is a month of extremes and 
changes . . . warm days and cold nights 
. . « heavy snowfall or premature April 
showers . . . newly bare lawns and muddy 
roads . . . but we like March. 

One thing you can always count on for 
March is the annual maple syrup run. 
Now, now, don’t get all riled up. We don’t 


mean that maple syrup comes right out of 


the tree——but the sap does, and if you 
want to have a lot of fun, get in the family 
buggy and take a trip to New Hampshire 
or Vermont and see how folks there turn 
the sap into the delicious stuff we put on 
our Sunday morning pancakes. 

All along the Connecticut Valley, from 
about Greenfield, Mass. to St. Johnsbury, 
Vt., the maples wear glistening sap buckets, 
and if you listen closely, you can almost 
hear the drip, drop, of the sap falling in 
the pail, 

Used to be a time when a yoke of oxen 
pulled a sled through the sugar bush, while 
men emptied the sap into the large hogs- 
heads on the sled. Now, most of the larger 
sugar companies use tractors, or run pipe- 
lines direct from the trees to the storage 
tanks. No matter how the sap gets from 
the tree to the sugar house, the process of 
turning it into syrup has not materially 
changed since maple syrup was first dis- 
covered. 

If you'd like to spend a weekend finding 
out how this maple syrup business works, 
and perhaps get a little spring skiing on 
the side, we suggest you go up to Dexter's, 
Stagecoach Road, Sunapee, N. H. Dexter 
and Genelle Richards have lived all over 
the world, from Bombay to Madras, 
Europe, and finally, Sunapee. 

The Richardses have facilities for almost 
every winter sport, and summer ones too, 
that you can think of. Right now you can 
ski on their private slope, complete with 
tow; skate on their rink; or borrow a 
toboggan and skim down a nearby hill. 
The chairlift of Mt. Sunapee State Park 
is only a few miles away for the more 
adventurous skier. Don't forget, that 
Sunapee in the summer is a lovely place, 
and that the swimming in the lake is con- 
sidered by many to be New Hampshire's 
best. The Richardses have their own 
sugar bush (a grove of maple trees, to you 
uninitiated) and sap house, and you can 
be sure they would be glad to have you 
help stoke the fire or empty sap buckets.

If you travel along Route 7, toward 
surlington, you are bound to see many 
sugar bushes in operation. The buckets 
attached to trees beside the road are your 
lirst clue, and then you should look for a 
long, low building with steam pouring 
from a ventilator in the roof, sure proof 
that the sap is flowing and that the boiling- 
down operation has begun. 

Walk in, and we'll bet the men who 
work the sap will be glad to show you how 
it is done. If you throw a long or two 
into the brick firebox, you'll probably be 
rewarded with a taste of the golden syrup 
as it comes out of the final boiling com- 
partment. If you're real lucky, perhaps 
the owner will show you how to make 
maple candy by pouring the hot syrup 
on the cold snow outside.

Museum, stands St. Fagan’s Castle and 
the numerous outbuildings that make up 
the Old Sturbridge Village of England 

The present castle was built in the Loth 
century by Dr. John Gibbon, of Cefntre 
Bayn (now known as Pentrebane) within 
the 13th century walls of the original 
castle—some of which are still traceable 
It had been in the possession of the Ply 
mouth family from 1730 to 1946, when 
Lord Plymouth gave it to the National 
Museum of Wales. 

Ihe large kitchen has two loth century 
fireplaces, also material from the 1700 
and 1800's—a dog driven spilt, curved 
bread knives, suspended bacon rack, and 
an overhead bread crate, protection from 
the rats and mice

The “Withdrawing Room,” where the 
family “withdrew” for privacy, music, 
needlework, ete.. is early 8th century 
oak floor, tapestries, screen, as well as some 
furnishings from the l7th century. lp- 
stairs, one finds 17th and 18th century 
bedrooms, in addition to other rooms 

On the surrounding grounds there are 
an old-time woolen mill that is actually 
making blankets, an ancient thatched 
barn, and an old Welsh church that is being 
re-erected, Adjoining the castle itself 
numerous workrooms where craftsmen 
continue the ancient trades of that time 
\ smithy, based on the one at Cenarth, 
(Carmarthenshire, has been reconstructed, 
complete with hand bellows, anvil) and 
typical tools. The craft of smith was the 
most important one in the times of the 
Welsh Princes, and the smith often occu- 
pied a position of honor in the Prince’s 
court 

In the wood turner’s shop a craftsman 
spins the foot-driven lathe, turning the 
bowls, milk skimmers, and cheese vats that 
were still in use by Welsh farmers until the 


1900s In another room is a maker of 


wooden spoons and ladles, using the 
“crooked knife” (twea cam) to smooth the 
hollow of the utensils. Nearby a man 
weaves the oval reed baskets, traditional 
of that time. There are also exhibits of 
pottery, cider making machines, a_ log 
sawing pit, and an exhibit of early printing 
presses and type 

However, despite the feeling one gets 
from witnessing a castle and grounds that 
have withstood centuries of time, one can 
not help comparing it with our own Old 
Sturbridge Village, and its many craftsmen 
plying their ancient trades For, at St. 
Fagan’s, the emphasis has been on the 
reconstruction of buildings, and as in other 
similar English projects, the craftsmen will 
have to wait their turn. It is the hope of 
the Keeper in Charge, lowerth C. Peate, 
M.A., D. Sc., F. S. A., F. M. A., that the 
time will not be far off when the develop 
ment of and the interest in crafts will make 
St. Fagan’s a true working museum, such 
as that at Sturbridge

PENCIL VIRTUOSO 


An artist of long, deep, and remarkable 
memories is Lester A. Hornby of Rockport, 
Mass. Newspaperman, artist, author, war 
correspondent, dean of Rockport artists 
(although there may be other deanships), 
he sends you away from an interview with 
your mind full of Paris, the Maritime Alps, 
art, and—but here is his story. 

Hornby is a tall, congenial, cultivated 
man with blue eyes, white combed-back 
hair, and yellowish moustache, who might 
have stepped out of a Man of Distinction 
ad. He lives in what looks like a low-built 
cottage, but which turns out (through some 
kind of optical illusion) to be a spacious

studio home, its vast living room su 
rounded with his drawings and etchings 
(although he takes especial delight in his 
scrimshaw work). 

Starting from scratch, he made enough 
as a newspaperman to study abroad. He 
studied at the Sorbonne and elsewhere, and 
went sketching with John Marin in the 
Marne Valley. During World War I, with 
the Committee on Public Information, he 
“spent most of my time at the front and 
saw more action than most troops.” A 
book of front sketches was published by 
Goodspeed. High point of his long years 
in Europe was in the Maritime Alps where

Paris lost its savor after World War I. 
Hornby thought he would settle in New 
York, but was drawn to the seacoast and 
Rockport, where for many years now he 
has sketched, etched, and written. He is 
the author of about 20 books and innum- 
erable articles. He knew Rockport in its 
earliest days as an art center. “It is not 
like Europe, of course,” he says The 
artist’s life in Europe centers around a few 
cafés. Over here artists are more strongly 
indivdual. There seems to be a little more 
strife. American artists are not as convivial 

there is a little more competitive feeling.” 

Hornby is skeptical about art teaching 
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Ile does not teach, although he does help 
some advanced pupils with criticism. But 
he doesn’t think art can be taught. You 
can help art students a little by showing 
them how not to waste time, but the best 
ones will work out their problems them 
selves, he feels 

Just when you think you have exhausted 
the wide range of Hornby’s experience, he 
tells you casually that he was in the French 
Foreign Legion in Morocco in 1909! And 
then, man of many backgrounds and gifts 
that he is, he will rise and show you some 
pencil drawing—like one of those pictured 
here, whose sensitive lines and shadings 
gradate into infinity with all the delicacy of 
Oriental painting, yet without losing the 
contrasts and tensions of Western com 
position. And then you feel that you know 
him at his best-a man whose pencil is 
like a bow held in the hand of a violin 
virtuoso,

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N. H.: Dear Oracle: 1 have a question 
for you—when I pick dandelion greens in 
the spring and wild strawberries later on, 
I note that those growing near our native 
granite rocks are larger and more delicious 
Do you think it possible that these rocks 
provide valuable minerals and vitamins to 
the soil through a process of osmosis. and 
thai a large and flourishing business of 
exporting granite rocks to other states 
might be organized? 

Answer: Whatever the scientific reason 
for this phenomenon may be, this is 
something that was well known to old 
New England farmers. Such men always 
planned to plant melons, particularly mush- 
melons, around a rock, and a flat rock over 
which the vines could run, if possible. 
They claimed that the melons ripened 
sooner and that they were larger and 
sweeter. Such an effect is usually noticable 
in the case of any wild fruit growing beside 
a rock. 

But in addition to this, the tale has been 
told of a farmer who went to extremes in 
clearing a field, removing all boulders and 
picking up the smaller stones. And the 
story, often repeated, has stated that the 
removal of all stones made this field 80 
barren that the man had to bring back and 
strew cartloads of them about the fields in 
order to produce a crop! 

We have seen the field, 
heard the story many times, and we pass 
it on for what it may be worth. We only 
know that it is a productive field today, 
but when it is plowed the stones, from the 
size of a goose egg to that of a man’s head 
are very, very numerous 

With regard to your query about ex 
porting rocks, it is our impression that 
something of a similar nature has been 
done for generations in certain parts of 
the world.
